Claims 1-33 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims are allowable 
because the prior art does not teach or suggest a color forming composition comprising a leuco dye, 
an activator comprising an acid group which is protected, and a deprotecting agent, nor an optical 
recording medium comprising the composition. The closest prior art, US 5,672,560 or US 3,900,218 
disclose leuco dye color formers, activators, and stabilizers or desentitizers for use with pressure 
sensitive recording. US 2003/0108708 discloses an optical recording medium having a label 
composition formed of a leuco dye. None of the references cited disclose the claimed color forming 
material.
